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Selectmen’s Report 


The winter of ’58 will long be remembered as the winter of snow. 
Throughout these reports we are constantly reminded of the unusual 
amount of snow that blanketed Randolph for several months. Our 
front cover picture is a typical road scene in February 1958, this one 
shows the Randolph Hill Road on the hill above the Malcolm house. 
The back cover scene was also the Randolph Hill Road near Miss 
Howard’s with Rupert Corrigan operating the grader. Everyone, we 
are sure, will recognize our Town Treasurer, Vyron D. Lowe, as he 
measures the depth of snow in the path in front of his house. As Ran- 
dolph’s oldest resident he never remembers so much snow. The other 
tunnel in the snow leads to the Dunlap house. As a result of all this 
snow many of the townspeople were employed removing the white stuff 
from the overly strained roofs of the many unoccupied summer homes. 
George Drown and Pete Baillargeon are shown in the process of 
shovelling snow from Osgood Cutter’s camp. 


Throughout the town, and especially on Randolph Hill, many 
buildings would be hard to recognize unless the viewer had a previous 
knowledge of the location and roof line. The picture of the Randolph 
Church is an example. Having spent a part of the winter in sunny 
Portugal the Alexanders returned to find the snow piled high. This last 
scene shows their roadway being opened with the house and barn in 
the background. The pictures in this year’s reports were contributed by 
Robert Ross, Gordon Lowe, Almon Farrar and Jack Boothman. 


Perhaps some will feel that we have over-stressed last winter’s 
snows. However, it should be noted that Town Reports are the principal 
means of recording a town’s history. If the day comes when our grand- 
children question the veracity of the old timers’ yarns of the “winter 
of ’58” they can be backed up by searching the town records. 


On the whole, damage to buildings was held to a minimum. The 
two buildings to suffer the greatest damage were the Church and The 
Mt. Crescent House. The results of such a winter, of course, are re- 
flected in increased cost both to the individual and the town. The 
previous year 5.2% of total town expenditures went for snow removal, 
in 58 it took 17% of the total. 


This Year’s Warrant 


To add to our fire protection 4 water holes have been dug this past 
year at town expense. They have been located in areas where other 
sources of water were either non-existent or inadequate for fire pur- 
poses. In addition there is one at Lowe’s built at their own expense. 


Article #19 concerns Dutch Elm Disease. Authorities throughout 
New England are becoming alarmed with the frequency of infection. It 
seems quite certain that unless a big effort is made our elms will go 
the way of the chestnuts. The State of New Hampshire is offering its 
equipment and technical knowledge to those towns that raise funds 
for this fight. Randolph has already had one known case of infection 
and it seems desirable that the town enter into this program. 


Articles #20 and #21 concern the purchase of property by the 
town. At present the town owns a very small parcel of land containing 
the Town Hall and the sheds in back. The present line to the west 
is approximately 10 ft. from the foundation of the Town Hall, to the 
east about 30 ft. and ends at the road on the south. The two largest 
parking areas now in use are not on town property. Considering the 
future it seems advisable that the town purchase an additional 4 of 
an acre to the west. 


New Construction 


On Randolph Hill the Stephen Crarys have practically rebuilt 
their summer home, a combination of tearing down, moving and new 
construction. It is interesting to note that the original part of the 
Crary house, a log cabin built by Charles Lowe some 70 years ago, still 
remains as a separate unit. The new house is completely winterized 
and was occupied this past Christmas vacation. Bliss Woodruff, archi- 
tect and Jason Gessner, contractor. William Marshall of the Midlands 
continues to improve the property he purchased from H. T. Woodward 
two years ago. The old tool shed, a building some 20 x 60 ft., has 
become a summer home. Another case of imagination and ingenuity 
resulting in a fine new home from a former empty and abandoned 
building. In the valley a new cement block dwelling has been con- 
structed by Messrs. Galipeau and Auclair on land formerly owned by 
Napoleon Baillargeon. 


Change of Ownership 


Mr. and Mrs. Harold Partridge have purchased the former home 
of the Eugene Martins and are year round residents. The Milner farm 
formerly owned by Mr. Arthur Holt has been purchased by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lloyd Carpenter, also year round residents. The summer home 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. C. Morrow has been purchased by the Thomas 
Beans. They plan to make it their permanent home on the retirement 
of Captain Bean from the Air Force.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Randolph School District: 

The following is the foreword to my report to the Gorham School 
District and I feel that it might be of interest to the citizens of Ran- 
dolph as I have tried to tell a little about the addition to the Gorham 
High School and what the new facilities should mean to the students 
of the school. 


Foreword 


By the time this report reaches you, the addition to the Gorham 
High School should be substantially completed except for a few minor 
details outside the building. When the rooms are in prover use, Gor- 
ham should have one of the best school systems in the state. In addi- 
tion to the new facilities at the high school, the Fenn School, com- 
pleted three years ago, is one of the most modern buildings in the 
North Country. 


The pupils of the Fenn School will now be able to make better 
use of the facilities in that building. Activities in the cafeteria will 
not be curtailed by having to share the room with the high school 
pupils, except in rare instances. This should mean that the staff can 
plan more learning activities in the fields of music, dramatics and 
physical education. Many of these experiences can be correlated with 
the work being done in the fundamental skills. 


As was pointed out last year, the addition of new facilities at the 
high school will enable the staff to offer a much more comprehensive 
program. No longer will the former gymnasium-auditorium be con- 
tested for by the basketball coach, the music teacher, the dramatics 
coach and even the cheerleaders. All of these things can be handled 
simultaneously, depending on the size of the groups. 


More important, however, are the classroom facilities and what 
they will mean to the curriculum. In science, chemistry, physics, and 
biology, students will have modern work areas to carry on experi- 
ments which will broaden each one’s scope in this field. In the physics 
and chemistry laboratory, one will find six four-pupil science units be- 
sides the instructor’s demonstration table. These units, when fully 
equipped, will certainly make these subjects more meaningful to the 
students. A second classroom in the new wing will be used for a com- 
bination science and shop classroom. General science classes, 
mechanical drawing, and theoretical shop work will be given in this 
room. 


The home-making department is now isolated from the traffic 
that has constantly been a disturbing factor in that program. Four 
kitchen units complete with sinks, new stoves, and cooking utensils, 
will aid the girls in this course. Also in the home-making department, 
additional sewing machines will give each student more opportunity 
to learn the skills necessary in this art. 


In the manual training department additional space will make 


Al 


possible the inclusion of new programs of work such as metal-work, 
electricity, auto-mechanics and some welding. The type of shop work 
that we will have is designed to give each boy the basic knowledge of 
many of the skills mentioned previously. We do not have the neces- 
sary size staff, the equipment, or space to give a vocational type back- 
ground. This new program will certainly offer the boys a much better 
background in the field of manual training and in the future the 
students will not be limited entirely to wood-working, or a related 
field. 


Other facilities that have been added include the new locker 
rooms, an enlargement of the gym, the combination cafeteria-assembly 
room, as well as a music room in the basement of the Ann Lary School. 
The locker rooms will accommodate groups as large as 35 and are 
well ventilated by a separate zone, thus assuring a healthful enviro- 
ment. The girls’ locker room, painted in bright yellow, has five 
individual shower stalls, while in the boys’ side, which is painted a 
pastel blue, one will find seven showers. The gym has been seen by 
many at some of the home games during the past few weeks and is 
considered one of the finest in the state. With the addition of new 
bleachers in the summer, the gym will have a seating capacity of 600- 
800 people. The cafeteria-assembly room will enable students to eat 
in the building and will offer facilities for both the high school and 
junior high school to hold assemblies, conduct dramatic activities and 
music activities without interruption from athletic programs. This 
room will be used for public showing of plays, small musical programs, 
P.T.A. meetings, etc. The stage, while a little smaller than the former 
one, will be adequate for play productions of the type presented by 
the school, and the audience will certainly be able to hear what is 
being presented. It is felt that this room will be used most extensively, 
and will give the school much flexibility in its curriculum. 


The new addition will also serve to increase the value of the old 
building very much. The noisy activity of the shop is now isolated 
from the other classes; the old home economics room will be used for 
an art room and dressing room for the stage when necessary, and more 
space can be given to guidance activities and a room can be set aside 
for the nurse on the second floor. 


Special mention should be made of the heating system, which 
has performed very satisfactorily this past winter, even in the bitter 
cold experienced during December and January. The older sections of 
both the Ann Lary and High School are heated with steam. The Ann 
Lary has two vertical zones, while in the high school each room is 
thermostatically controlled. The gymnasium has radiators controlled 
by one set of thermostats and two unit heaters for additional heat 
controlled by a second thermostat. The remainder of the building is 
heated by forced hot-water with separate zones in the basement of 
the Ann Lary School, which has never been heated previously, a zone 
for the cafeteria, a separate zone for locker rooms and a zone for the 
shop and science rooms. At this date it is too early to determine the 
cost of operation, but it appears that the efficiency of the system will 
make it possible to heat the old buildings and the new addition for 
about the same money that it cost to heat the two buildings before the 
addition was constructed. 
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Basically, the building is constructed of clnder bloc with a brick 
facing. Most of the rooms have acoustical tile ceilings, asphalt tile 
floors and are painted in pastel shades. The Brideau Construction 
Co. of Berlin was the general contractor and worked very diligently 
and cooperatively to enable us to make use of the facilities so early 
in the year. Irving T. Hersey Associates of Durham were the architects 
on the building. 


BUDGET 


The total budget requested by the School Board is $17,115.30 as 
compared to $16,539.78 last year. The increase in the budget is due to 
a rise in the number of tuition pupils, a slight rise in tuition rates and 
a modest increase in the amount raised for transportation. 


TUITION 


The tuition rates in both Gorham and Berlin for high school and 
elementary pupils will be about the state average costs, which is the 
most either District can charge as a basic rate. According to figures 
released by the State Dept. of Education, the average cost per pupil 
for 1958-59 is as follows: High School, $388 and Elementary, $240. 
Berlin’s tuition rate for high school pupils for next year will be $388.00. 


The School Board in Gorham set the basic rates for tuition as 
follows: High School, $375; Junior High School, $240; Elementary, 
$240. In addition to this basic rate, a 2% rental charge can be made, 
and Gorham this year is adding this charge to the basic rates be- 
cause of the new facilities that have been constructed in that District. 
The rental charge is figured according to formula established by the 
State Department of Education. The valuation of the property is 
multiplied by 2% and divided by the number of students the buildings 
will hold when filled to capacity. Valuation of the buildings was de- 
termined by the Tax Commission in 1957, and in case of the high 
school, the cost of the new facilities was added to this valuation. Upon 
completion of the formula it was determined that the amount of $20 
should be added to the basic rate in High School, and Junior High 
School, and $15 to the elementary basic rate, thus making the total 
tuition rates in Gorham for next year as follows: 


High School $395 Junior High School $260 Elementary $255 


The rate increases and the method of arriving at the rental charge 
was discussed with the School Board when the budget was formulated. 


It is expected that 15 Randolph students will attend high school 
in Gorham next year, 6 pupils in grades 7 and 8 and 23 in grades 1-6, 
while only 1 is expected to attend Berlin High School. An allowance 
of one pupil has been made to take care of an additional pupil that 
might move in during the coming year.

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REPORT FROM THE WHITE MOUNTAINS 
REGION ASSOCIATION 


1958 was a busy year for the White Mountains Region office, 
particularly in the information and transportation fields. 


In view of foreseen drastic consequences, the Region took a very 
active part in representing our towns in fighting transport curtail- 
ment, particularly with regard to the railroads. We appeared at hear- 
ings in Concord, North Conway, and Littleton, and engaged in a con- 
siderable amount of travel and correspondence in the effort to prevent 
the Boston and Maine and the Maine Central railroads from cutting 
out their passenger service. While only limited success resulted, it 
should be pointed out that such curtailments will go through without 
even a delay if they are not strongly contested. We have also taken 
an active part in proceedings before the Civil Aeronautics Board in 
attempting to secure better air service for northern New Hampshire; 
the final decision on this is not yet in. In the meantime, we have 
worked with bus companies to publicize their service in the hope 
that bus travel may take up some of the slack. 


Demands for White Mountains literature of all types continue to 
increase, and we have been considerably crowded to satisfy them. 
The new N. H. Montreal office, turnpike information booths, and new 
sources contacted while out of state have all upped the quantity of 
literature we need to distribute. As satisfying the requests for folders 
about our region means dollars to our towns, it is extremely im- 
portant that we receive enough funds to supply the need. 


We have continued our customary and tested programs of 4-H 
awards, Youth Awards in science, and of liaison with all types of 
organizations and departments who in one way or another are work- 
ing for the benefit of our area and our state. We have confidence that 
21 years has proved them worthwhile. We have continued to travel 
to areas outside our state to carry the White Mountains message, and 
have cooperated with attractions operators and others who are doing 
the same job in different ways. 


We'd like to remind every town again in this legislative year that 
holding the line in taxes in New Hampshire will be possible to a large 
extent only as much as we continue to bring in out-of-state visitors 
to help finance our main sources of revenue (Ex: they pay over 40% 
of the gas tax and others). To do this, we have to continue to reach 
out and bring them in, and put up the small sums (which return 
many times over) that publicity costs. It’s for our own benefit, and 
it does pay off. At a small outlay to any one town, an area publicity 
program operates that benefits all our towns. Our surveys in four 
consecutive years have shown consistently 2% to 3 times the town 
monies coming back to the area out of just a few inquirers surveyed. 


Your town’s part in this work is important, and is appreciated. 
This is one way where we in New Hampshire can still do things for 
ourselves.
